Every member of a 
duelling fraternity has to fenee 
elght compulsory bouts, 


The dueller or “drummer” $s 
heavily padded about the neck, 
body und arms to prevent dun- 
gcrous Injury. Hls oyes sre pro- 
tected by yorgles, Neither 
dueller is allowed to retreat. 1f 
his guard is down he must stand 
his ground and dake the blow. 


Student dueling scars are a 
matter of pride to those who 
boar them, so much so that they 
sometimes have salt rubbed into 
the wounds to make the scars 
Jook bigger. Herr Hans Rade- 
macher, a prominent member of 
‘one of the fraternities at Darm~ 
stadt, said in a recent press 
interview: : 


Spirit of Chivalry 


“Fighting a Mensur has this 
meaning; to begin with the 
dueller should show fairness and 
a spirit of chivalry. But the 
crux js that esch dueller mu-t 
first master himself, becawe he 
must expect to be wounded, 
though of course not seriously.” 


Herr Rademacher said that 
the purpose of ‘the compulsory 
Meneur is to overcome not an 
,sopponent but oneself,- in . the 
interests of the community, 
namely the students’: fraternity, 
He emphasised that today the 
Mensur js not, asin the past, 
a means of settling private 
affairs of honour, 


The fraternities play no part 
dn the teaching and learning side 
of academic life. They do, hows 
ever, fulfil an important purpose 
for their members who, when [t 
comes to looking for a career, 
will luok for support from their 
"Alte Herren", the “old gen{le- 
men", or former members, who 
have jobs fo give: or influence 
fo wield, 

The fraternities’ normal acti- 
vitics are social, often governed 
by an elaborate drinking code, 
On special occasions, the more 
exclusive fraternilics wear uni- 

, form consisting of brightly 
coloured suits wilh frog fasten- 
ed jackets and, in some cases, 
plumed hats. 


Historical Tradition 


All tranternittes have. caps 
and stshes in thelr own colours 
for less formal occasions, But 
opinion ‘Is divided about whe+ 
ther or not these goy caps and 
6ashes should be worn In public, 

The University authorities

DEVELOPS A_ PATINA 


It it is used regularly, silver- 
ware develops o fine patina. Just 
‘wash It separately in hot soap or 
detergent suds as s00n as 
possible after using. Rinse with 
hot water and dry immediately 
with a sof cloth. Careful wash~ 
ing of silver prevents tarnish and 
makes frequent cleaning and 
polishing unnecessary. 


When it ls necessary to. use 
metal polish apply it to freshly 
sudsed and. thoroughly dried 
silver, Work lengthwise on flat- 
ware and follow the contours of 
other pieces, After . 
Wash the silver again in hot 
euds and rinse. This encournges 
the glow ond rids the design of 
excess polish. - 


The way silver is stored Is 
also important, Keep it in a 
chest lined with tarnish-resistant 
cloth and away from knife-edged 
things that can cause deep nicics 
and scratches, 


Use your fine glassware for 
dinner with the mun in your life. 
He'll appreciate being regarded 
as one of the “important people” 
who daserve the best in table- 
ware as well as food, 


And don’t be afraid 
food glassware. If you'll just 
follow a few do's and don'ts, 
carefully. you'll soon de handl- 
ing delicate pieces with ease, 
assurance and dispatch, nas 


to use: 


Rinsing out of the dregs of 
drinks with warm water will 
make washing easier, Many 
guilds, such ce wine, leave 
glasses with rings that are diM- 
cult to remove = if allowed to 
dry. Milky glasses should be 
tinsed first in cold water, 


RINSE GLASSES 


When icy beverages have been 
served, tinse glasses in luke- 
avorm ‘water to take off the chill. 
Conversely, when pouri hot 
tea or coffee over ice cubes in 
a gloss, first place,a spoon in the 
glass to absorb some of the heat. 
‘Extreme temperature changes 
put o strain on glass. < 


Wash glassware first, because 
greasy dishes spoil the suds- 
clean lustre of clear glass. Also, 
it’s quicker as well as safer to 
neve a plan to your gloss wasth-

If possible, work from right to 
left—eolled glasses go Into hot 
suds, then hot rinse water aad 
out to drain on a towel. Never 
put too many pieces of glass- 
ware in the sink or dishpan at 
one time, They might knock to- 
gether and chip. And placing « 
towel in the bottom of the pan 
ds casy {insurance against break- 
age, Putting a few drops of 
bluing in the suds will! add 
lustre to the gtass, . 

Use a soft brush for washing 
cut or pressed patterns to make 
sure that deep indents come 
clean. A Jong-handled dishmop 
or bottle brush Is a boon for 
deen or narrow glasses, ; 


LINTLESS TOWELS 


Dry glassware with a clean, 
lintless towel to prevent water 
spotting. Then store it away im- 
mediately. A crowded work 
surface Js a real accident hazard. 

Avold stacking, but if you 
should have two glasses stuck 
together, pour colé water in the 
top glass and set the bottom one

Columbus Discovered Paprika

EN Columbus under- 

took his journey to 
India he missed that goal, 
But among other --wonders, 
Ihe found paprika which was 
ito become the beloved spice 
lof both Spain and the New 
World. In his diary, the 
great. explorer’s physician 
noted that the natives in 
the New World ate: great 
quantities of spices similar 
to the capsicums. 


RED PEPPER SPICES 


The capsicums are the red 
Pepper spices. They give us such 
scasonings ag chill powder, red 
pepper and cayenne, in addition 
to paprika, All the red pepper 

ices are native to the Western 

lemisphere; but since -the time 
of Columbus, paprika has done 
some travelling.
